the ships of war lying around were in- 
tended oer drivi away the Black Fings in 
order to protect the _Westorn Merchants in 


-| carrying on their trade between Kongko 


river and Yunnat-without any disturbance, 
and that no interference with the locality 
{of Annam)} would be made, " 

When the French Naval Officers had 
their ships of war lying in the harbour they 
were vwaleomed and entertained by the 
Civil Officers of Tonquin, and the French 
crews lodged on the mainland for more 
than 20 days, during which period neither 


‘of tho parties had any ‘differenca with the 


other. Tho French, howover, taking the 
advantage of the incapability of the native 
officors to mako any Propszations for action, 
suddenly invaded Tonquin and took it, 
The death of the Governor Wong and the 
Vice-Admiral Lai ‘resulted. The sudden- 
Noss of the invasion of Tonquin has beon 
guite unreasonable. Tracing back the rola- 
tions botween the Fronch and Annam we 
find that in the year 1862, the French, along 
with their consorts tho Spaniards, invaded 
the three provinces inSaigon, The war con- 
tinued for three years, and at last the three 
provinces were yielded to the Fronch by 
the Annameso on a treaty of peace boing 
mate. Peace continued for some time, 
after which the French tried to possess tha 
other three interior provinoca of Saigon, 
Lut the Annamese refused to accede to this 
arrangoment. In consequence of this re- 
fusal, in 1874, the French hod many ships 
of war aronnd Tonquin and aitacked 
soveral places, capturing and ill-uaing many 
of tho native officers, In a battle, however, 
the French Commander-in-chief was alain. 
Afterwards a Treaty was made between the 
French and Annamese Governments that

The Annamese Government had 
ermitted the Black Flag to station at Po 
Shing for keeping out any plundering 
rebela. In the troubles: of the rebollion, 
Admiral Fang of the Chinese Government 
led nn army over to exterminate tha rebels, 
and during that time the Black Flag wore 
0 very anxious to'lend a hand in driving 
out the robels, The reason why the An- 
nameso Government has not exercised its 
authority to‘keep' the Black Flag out of the 
placo'is becausé it has .been found that the 
place is situated far out and cannot be lofts 
day unguarded. Sinca the Treaty regirding 
the commercial pursuits - was o, the 
number of vessels passing. out and into the 
harbour of Po Shing has beon enornious, 
The annual amount of duty is very great, 
From ‘this it may be seen that no intor- 
ference had bean offered to tha French mer- 
chants: by the Blick Flog. : Ifthe French 
had reasoned that the Black Flag‘had ali 
the French Commander-in-chief aud. that 
consequently, the Government ‘must insist 
on the Black Flag being driven nwey, 
it is an absurdity ; for European nations’ 
would ‘also deem such a thing sufiicient 
Treason for initiating hostile action. If tho 
French were going to create a disturb- 
ance for that rerson, then the hostility 
would be too bitter to cease, With refer- 
ence to the inability of tho French mer- 
chants to get commerce introduced into 
Yunnan, no Treaty haa been made by the 
Chinese Government concerning’ that .mat- 
ter, Moreover thoro is great danger to 
steamers sailing along the Kongko river, 


thom ; that hostilities should cease between | 
both Governments for-ever;and ster 


owing to the awift currents and the amount 2 


of deposits in the river. This suggestion 
haa been made by the Committee of the 
French department. The Annamese Go- 
vernmont has had nothing to do with these 
obstacles. No one can see the reason why 
the French Government: should have in- 
vaded Tonguin ond taken it. From this it 
may be seen: that the French Government 
is unfaithful to all the other nations on tho 
Globe. 

Now Tonquin to Annam is like tho right 
arm to the body, and Tonquin to China is 
like an outer wall to tho house. 
right arm were hurt the body would suffer, 
and if the outer wall woro thin the house 
could be looked into. If’ the ‘Annamese 
Government cannot secure Tonquin how 
can it’ be a dependency to Ohina, and if the 
Chineso Government cannot deviso means 
to help ‘Annas how can it secure its own 
louse and make its outer wall fast: If the 
Annamese Government, complains with 
reason and the Chinese Government argues 
with reason, let us ask’ what would be-the 
answor from the French Government?

‘any rite no cause for regret; and who, on 
looking around him from this rustic porch 
whore peace and plenty have reigned for 
nearly. century, would wish forthe scream 
of the locomotive and the whizz of the saw- 
mill to baniah the cooing of thedove and 
the drunning of the grouse? Tho dow of 

wly-morning sparkles on a natural -lawn- 
that is fenced in around the house, and. kkopt 
short and sweet by the tooth of s tame doe 
that with o bell round her neck runs hither 
and thither about the grasa. Qne side of 
the lawn is shut in by a natural ‘wall, 
formed by the base of a mountain that 
towers overhead, and through a wilderness 
of forns a bright cascade leaps..down into 
the coolest of dairies, where, amid the 
spray of cold: apring water and honeath the 
shade of a wide-spreading maple tho house- 
wife's stores of ‘milk and butter defy even 
the widdsy sun.

No anglor could wish for better fortune 
than on some bright May morniny, after 
the water had cleared from a flood, to follow 
down this splendid trout-stream with & 
light twelvo-foot rod, a landing-net, and 2 
local urchin to carry his creel, His onl 
drawback will bo the unqueationed simpli. 
city of tha trout. If these‘aro rising.at all 
the ontomological branch of his art will be 
utterly false, for anything with 9 featier 
will prove too much for these confiding fish, 
Splondid fellows they aro,, too; not mon- 
asters, of course, but running up to fourteen 
inches agnin aud again, and every one of

But 
itis necessary to advert briofly to those 
Government schools;~autaide the Central 
School, which teach botf English and Chi- 
neso. Among these schools, the Govern- 
ment schoul nt Stanley was the least satis- 
faclory, 28 the number of boys, learning 
English there, gradually dwindled down, 
throligh various causes, till there wero at 
the ond of the year but 4 boys learning 
English in addition to Chinese, all the 
others studying Chineso only, At tho 
Shaukiwan Government school the state of 
fuirs was bardly better.

The-result-of-the examination was, in both 
divisiona, highly satisfactory, as, out of 1 

boys examined, 11 fuiled in one subject 
each, and only 4 failed to pass.

20. With the Roman Catholic schools. I. 
class also the Victoria Schoola, as they 
undor the ‘patronage of the Roman. Catholic 
Mission, although these schools’ do not 
fench religion at oll, This latter point 
gives the Victoria Schools: so far an nd- 
vantage, us more timo is giyon to secular 
instruction, but the ontire absence of re- 
ligious toaching deprives, in my opinjon, 
thu. Victoria Schools of’ the educational 
power exercised by St. Joseph's. College. 
On the other hand, the mixing of Portuguese 
and Chinese hoya, which is the systema- 
tic practice of tho Victoria boys’ school, 
appeurs to produce a healthy emulation 
of which St. Joseph's College deprives itself 
by the separation of Chineso from Portu- 
guese scholars. Out of 104 scholars. on the 
roll of the Victoria Schodla, only 46 could 
be exavined, and most of these who were 
not examined were exeluded on the ground 
of insufticiont attendances. Some, how- 
ever, had Leen attending another Grant-in- 
Aid school or tho Central School during, 
part of the year, and were excluded from 
the grant on that score. Out of 27 hoys 
examined, $fiiled in 1 subject cach, but 
none failed entirely, There wore also 1) 
girls examined and all passed. As tho 
scholars of the Victoria Schvols are dis- 
tributed over all up ix stundards of the 
Colle, it requice“zeéry considerable effort 
on the part of t)5’tcachers to texch so many 
clasues so efliciently. 

21. The next Roman Catholic school 
which teaches English is St. Francia’ girls 
school, which came last yeur for the tirst 
time under the Grant-in-Aid Scheme, Out 
of 15 girls presented for examination, only 
8 had the requisite number of attendances, 
and these 8 girls wero examined only in the 
two lowest standards of the Code. One 
failed in 2 subjects, the others pnesed. A 
distinguishing feature of this school .is the 
fine needlework done by the pupils under 
the tuition of the Italian Sisters of Charity. 

22. The remaining Roman Catholic 
schools which wore under the Grant-in-Aid 
Scheme in 1881, and which givea European 
e ion, confine their teaching at present 
to the Portuguese langnage, viz, the St. 
Francis’ Portuguese School and the Bridges 
Strect Ragged Schools, all of which are 
under the tuition of the Italian- Sisters of 
Charity. In St. Francis’ Portuguese 
School, which is a mixed school of very 
young children and infants, a considerable 
nuaiber had to be excluded frou examina- 
tion owing to their extreme youth making 
a puss in the lowest standard of the Code, 
which makes no provision for infunt schools, 
an impousibility. Again, on the score of 
insufficient attendances, gut of 41 presented, 
21 had to bo excluded from oxamination. 
Ut the 20 children who could bo examined, 
17 were placed in the first (lowest) stand- 
ard, and 3 inthe secund. The result was, 
however, satisfactory, as only 3 failed in 1 
aubject cach, and 18 passed. The Bridges 
Street Ragged Schools presented, after 
excluding infants and those who had not 
the full number of attendances, 18 boys for 
examinution, but most of then: were clearly 
too youn to be expected to pass even in 
the lowest Standard of tho Codv. Out of 
18 boys examined, there were accordingly 
9 boys who failed in 3 subjects each, and 2 
failed in 1 subject cach. Thus, out of 18 
boys cauiiined: only 7 boys passed, But 
the failure was manifestly not caused by 
doficient teaching but by the extreme youth 
of the children, Jn the girls) school, the 
circumstanecs being the same, the’ result 
was littl different. Out of 38 girls on the 
rol}, 31 had the requisite number of attend- 
anees, but most of the children were tov 
young to bo expected to passed. Accord- 
ingly 18 failed in 2 subjects each, and 2 
failed in 1 aubject each. Out of 31 girls 
examined, only 11 passed. Both these 
schools are specially designed for the Por- 
tuguese poor, and are doing an exccllont 
work as ragged schools, though the remark- 
able tidiness and cleanliness of schools and 
scholars belies the idea of any raggednces. 

23. Only two Protestant institutions 
teach Enplish under the Grant-in-Aid 
Scheie, viz., the Diocesan Schvol and the 
so-called Hongkotg Public School, and 
both of then are connected with the Church 
of England. Tho Diocesan Home and Or- 
phanage is a boarding school for Eurasian 
children, and although it gives alsu Chinese 
teaching, in addition to English which is 
the language of the school, it dues uvt sub- 
mit ita Chinese teaching to Government 
examination. lean therefore only treat it 
ay an English school. As such it presonted 
32 boys or examination, and these were 
distributed over all the six standards of the 
Code, which fact, in view of the small staff, 
indicates a very considerable amount of 
work thrown on the teacher. Out of 31 
boys cxamingd, 7 failed in 1 subject cach, 
1 failed in 2 subjects, and 28 boys passed. 
This isa very antisfactory result. As this 
school devotes ita afternoons to Chinese 
teuching, it is (apart from the Normal 
School) the only school in_ the. Colony 
similar to the Central School in its com- 
bination of two languages taught in the 
school. On the other hand, being a board- 
ing. school, the Diocesan School. has the 
advantage over the Central Schou! by bring- 
-ing the buys even out of school-houra under 
English’ ‘niiiences,and affording them at 
all houss of tho day av oppertynity of hear- 


ing English spoken vut of achool: ~The. 


reason why this school docs not submit its 
Chinese. teaching to Government inspection, 
by placing it: under Clas’ V (for schools in 
which 2 Kuropesn education 13 given with 
Chinese in addition), is probably this, that 
by so doing the risk of failures at the exa- 
mination would be very considerably in- 
ereased, whilst the value of a pass would be 
but. slightly higher. Tn. other words, the 
chool would not be likely toearn as high 

grant by. being placed under Class ¥, a! 
now earns whilst being placed under the 
lower Class TV. This seems to me to in- 
dicate that the Code, as it stands at present, 
does not encourage the combination of two 
languages as subjects of instruction, 

24. Tho Hongkong Public School, con- 
ducted at St. Paul's College, with an en- 
rolment of 28 boys, all of whom were the 
sons of English-speaking parents, presented 
only 14 boys fox oxamination, the others 
having failed'to attain to the requisite num. 
ber of attendances or left. None was’ old 
enough to be presented ina higher standard 
than the fourth. One bey failed in two 
subjects, and all the others passed in ‘every 
subject. Two boys were also examined in 
Algebra, aaa special subject, and passed. 
Although, therefore, the school had but a 
amall number of boys to - present for 
exanination— bui one more thun ‘at the 
previous . examination,— the result .of the 
examination was highly creditable to the 
Master, and-indeed the one boy who failed 
was too young-and nervous to be expected 
to pass... The class of -residents, for whose 
children this Public School. was. specially

Society in the Punti dislect.. Ono. of the 
Base] Mission schools id's day school for 
boys, the other a boarding achool for girls, 
The boys’ school of tho Basel Mission, with 


boys, of whom 18 wore present, for ox- 
amination, the remainder having either 
ceased to uttend or failed to attain the 
requisite number cf 200 daily attendances 
during the year. Of the 18 boys examined, 
6 failod in 1 subject each, and 1in.2 sub- 
jects, and tho result was that, out of 18 

ys examined in tho firat.threo standards, 
T4 passed. Considering that 4 of tho boya 
examined were cléarly too young to bo ex- 
pected to pass in arithmetic, this result 
shewed that good tvaching had been given, 
but, the gront irregularity of the attendances 
in this achvol, compnred with the attend- 
the immediate neighbourhaod, appears to 
dente that the kind of education’ 
iven in this school is not much thought of 
by the parents of the boys wha ovidently 
care more for a good Chinese than for a n0od | 
Enuropeun education. That it is not the re- 
ligious teaching which the parents object to, 
appears clearly from tho fact that crowds of 
tha samo class of children are throng: 
ing into the other Grant-in-Aid schools 
in the immediate neighbourhucd, where as 
much religion is taught, bat 5 Chinese edu- 
eation, instead of a European one, is given. 
Tho time which this boys’ school of the 
Base] Mission devoted to the teaching 
of roading and writing colloquial ‘Chinese 
in the Roman character, and to arithmetic, 
makes a serious inroad updn the time. 
required for learning to read and write in 
the Chineso charactor and, in my opinion, 
mars, if it does not hinder, real proficiency ‘| 
in the latter, The disadvantages, however, 
which this system of education appears to 
imply, dé not scom to havo equal forco in 
the. casa of girls, for whom, if the two 
instances of the girls’ schools conducted by 
the Basel Mission and Berlin Mission are a 
suflicient guido, this system’ would seem 
better suited. At any rate, thf yirls 
clearly gain under it better resulis than 
the boys. The Basol Mission Girls’ School, 
admirably organised and conducted os o 
boarding school, shews this system to its 
best advantage, as all tho girls are tolerably 
grounded in the written Chineso character, 
whilst the facility with whith the girls in 
the highest classes write prose composi- 
tion in the Hakka’ vernacular, using 
tho Roman character, is a clear provf 
that there is, considerable power in this 
aystem) in the direétion of oducating 
the mind, apart from tho greater variety 
of mere instruction conveyed bysit. Of 43 
girla examined, all pnased in every subject, 
with the exception of 11 girls in standard 
IV, of whom 8 failed in 1 subject each, t 
failed .in 2 subjects, and 1 in 3 subjects. 
The latter two failures were clearly caused 
by individual incapacity. Tho result of the 
examination ptoved the teaching, which is 
here given by properly trained teachers, to 
have been excellent in al) respects. Never. 
theless it was evident to me that the sys- 
tem followed in his school does not admit 
of the same proficioncy being obtained in 
the written Chinese character as is found 
in other girls’ schools which give a purely 
Chincac education. 

26. The only other school in the Colony, 
worked under this same ayatom, is the girls’ 
school of the Berlin Foundling House 
Bethesda, which is also'n boarding school 
like the Basel Missiom girls’ school, and 
this school also produced, through ita ex- 
collent teaching and_ organisation, | very 
favourable results. None of theso girls, 
however, wore presonted in the two highest 
standurds, Out of 37 girls examined, 4 
failed in 1 subject each, and the result was 
that only one failed to pass. 


27. Al the 
schools are worked under Class I of the 
Code, giving a purely Chinese education in 
the Chinese language only.. - But ‘as all 
these schools, 23 in number, teach prin- 
cipally the Chinese Classica and supplement 
the ethical teaching of the Confucian 
Classics by raligious Christian teaching, the 
work done in these schools has, in_m 
opinion, high educational value: Until 
the beginning of last year the Protestant 
Missions of tho Colony held the monopoly 
of this system of teaching. Last year, for 
the first tirne, tho Roman Catholic Mission 
placed one school, worked under this ays- 
tem, under the Grant-in-Aid Schomo, so 
that now 22 of these schools are Protestant 
Mission schools and 1 is a.Roman Catholic 
school. Five of the Protestant Mission 
schools are under'the superintendence of a 
native catechist and were opened by him ou 
behalf of a few Chinese merchants who enp- 
ply the funds. These schools are, how- 
_ever, distinctly Protestant, though not 
directly eonnected with any-foreign Mis- 
sionary. Nouv of the Kaifong schools has 
as yet been placed under the Grant-in-Aid 
Scheme. Thera is no need to detail the 
reaults of the examination of each of 
these 23 Grant-in-Aid schvols, us the ro- 
sults are summarily tabulated in the com- 
parative Tables appended to thig report. 
But o fow general observations, which 
forced themselves into notice lately in con- 
avetign with these achouls, may bo intor- 
esting to the taxpayat_aud possibly contain 
useful hints to the’ Managers~ of these 
schools.

the laudable efforta made in this direction 
by the girls’ schools and their Managers. 
It is principally in the boys’ schools in Class. 
I, that the standsrd ‘of ~education has 
manifestly boen lowered instead of being 
raisod. It is true that a considerable num- 
bar of the boys in theso schools leave, 


onrolled in the Central School to study 
English, but this fact doeq not 
suficiently account for the oxcessively 
amall number of boys now being brought 
forward yoar by year into the higher stan- 
dards in spite of the enormous increase of 
the attendance’ in these schools, Finally I 


Grant-in-Aid schools in Class I, tho ox- 
penses of which are very small, the amount 
of grant earned under the provisions of the 
Code in 1881 exeecded the amount actually 
spent by them in the samo year. I recom- 
mended thereforé to tho Government to 
introduce into the Grant-in-aid Scheme a 
rule, limiting the amount of grant, payable 
portion batween grant and expenditure in- 
curred, . " 

28. A Normal School ‘has been” atartod 
by the Government in Scptomber, 1881, 
beginfling with 10 studonts, with o view to 
supply trained nativo Masters for this schools 
of the Colony. It is too soon to speak of 
results, The ten students wero examined 
by me at the end of the year, and the result 
was very satiafnctory, but as it; tested only 
three months’ work, it is needless to stato 
details here. I append, however, o brief 
roport by the Principal (Appendix). .
